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Continuation of 3. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The obviousness rejection of claim 32 over Gratzel et al. in 
view of Eriksson. 

Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regards to the rejecion of claims 1, 2, 4 - 7, 12 
- 15, 19 - 22, 29, 31 , 35 and 36 over Gratzel et al. in view of Eriksson, the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Regarding claim 1, 
the applicant has merely changed "retaining means" to "retaining member." Since the applicant asserts that the amendment to claim 1 
does not change the scope of the claim, the examiner has taken the position that the rejection over Gratzel et al. in view of Eriksson does 
not change either. As shown in figure 4, Gratzel et al. do teach that the apparatus comprises a "retaining member" or structure, e.g., the 
inner sides of the extremity portion 8 of cavity 10 which holds or retains the inserted sensor 6 (see col. 4, lines 35 - 56). Furthermore, 
contrary to the applicant's assertions, claim 1 does not positively recite a "plunger" feature. Claim 32 is indicated as being allowable. It 
should be noted that claim 34 is presently dependent on canceled claim 30. 
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
